"D em ocracy has Its basis in the 
Ju d eo-C hristian concept of man and 
nature. It is spiritual before it is

individuals 
who have the moral and Idealistic 
capacity to die if need be for their 
ideals. 
"D em ocracy’s unfinished business 
is a task for men who are in telli­ 
gently concerned for the develop­ 
ment and preservation of dem ocracy '

ample and as one problem.

FIRE DAMAGES 
FORMER GARAGE 
AND APARTMENT 


Damage which may run Into the 
1 thousands 
of 
dollars 
from 
fire, 
smoke and water resulted from a 
blaze at 9 o’clock this morning in a 
tw o-and-a-half-story brick building 
at 350 York street. Gettysburg ftre- 
1 men used lines of hose from tw’a 
pumpers 
before extinguishing 
the 
blaze, which started in a small office 
on the first floor. The building was 
formerly a garage. 


The building is owned by George 
E W arren, 352 York street. The G et­ 
tysburg W ater company leases the 
ground floor of the main structure, 
stores its trucks and equipment and 
its inventories there, and has its 
shop there. The second floor consists 
of two apartm ents, one occupied by 
John Grinder and the other by Nor­ 
man Peters. A one-story addition at 
the rear, of fram e construction, Is 
used by W. H. Armor. It was not 
damaged. 
Origin Is Unknown 


Origin of tile fire was undeter­ 
mined 
A neighbor on tile opposite 
side of the street turned in the 
alarm, firemen said. When the first 
pumper arrived, flames were burst­ 
ing out of the front of the building. 
There were no trucks in the g a­ 
rage at Hie time of Hie fire, but an 
automobile owned by John H. Long, 
manager of the water company, was 
in the rear part of Hie first floor. It 
escaped damage, as did a war-time 
pumper used by Hie water company. 
The float part of Hie ground floor 
was badly damaged by the flames, 
and some water company equipment 
and supplies were damaged Between 
50 and 60 water meters were stored 
near the center of the building, but 
Mr. Long said he did not believe 
they were damaged. 
Some Explosions 
A number of small explosions oc­ 
curred during the fire, which Mr. 
Long said could have been caused 
from water company lanterns ex­ 
ploding or the globes breaking. A 
number of electric light bulbs were 
also stored on a shelf in the office. 
On the second floor, paint was 
blistered on woodwork and doors, 
wallpaper singed, 
and 
there 
was 
considerable damage to furnishings 
from fire, smoke and water. None of 
the occupants could estimate their 
losses immediately. 
Jumps From Apartment 
Mrs. Cecelia Peters, who was in 
her apartm ent when the fire was 
discovered. Jumped from a second 
story to an adjoining roof and then 
to the ground Site antlered a cut on 
her right knee, und was taken to the 
home of a neighbor. 
It was Hie first fire since the fire 
department trucks and equipment 
were removed temporarily from the 
engine house to tile former MrCaus- 
lin garage a t York and Stratton 
streets, and Hie fire for the No. I 
pumper since it was placed back in 
service after being re-painted.

RESCUERS SEEK 
TRAPPED MAN 


Frackville, Pa., June 28 HAV--A res­ 
cue crew- today continued the tedious 
task of attempting to reach an el­ 
derly coal miner trapped 60 feet be­ 
low the surface. 


Late last night, the rescue work­ 
ers recovered the body of a second 
miner trapped after a sudden fall 
of rock in an independent mine. 
The body of Joseph Romanoski, 
68, Frackville, was found covered 
with rock and dirt after nine hours 
of digging by a crew led by Stanley 
Dixon of Maizeville and Stanley 
Blum of Gilberton.

(Mr. Morgan then 
was in London, with headquarters 
in the Morgan bank*. 
Now one of the iron-clad rules of 
J. P. Morgan (as it had been of 
his famous father* was never to 
give interviews to the press. I knew \ 
there w asn’t a hope on earth for 
me if I went down “on my own” 
and tried to see the great man. j 
However. I had a sudden brain wave, 
and said to Cochran: 
Morgan Studies Market 
“Me, and how m any more like 
me? You know perfectly well that 
Mr. Morgan never gives interviews 
and th at neither I nor anybody else 
could persuade him to do so.” 
I saw a glint come into Cochran's 
eye and his jaw began to stick out. 
He reached for a telephone and got 
Morgan on the line. 
“Jack, I’m .sending D ew itt Mac­ 
Kenzie 
of 
the 
Associated 
Press 
down to see you.” he said. “I suggest 
that you talk with him about the 
effect of England going off the gold 
standard.” 
Well, Morgan received me like a 
long lost brother. Finally he agreed, 
and laboriously produced grin long 
hand a message with which I raced 
to the cables. 
Morgan’s statem ent, 
which de­ 
scribed 
the British 
governm ent’s 
action as “a hopeful and not a 
discouraging event” swept into front 
pages throughout America, and ot 
course raced around the world. This 
optimistic word from the Sphinx of 
the House of Morgan was credited 
with having much to do with steady­ 
ing international reaction. 
Of course, a devaluation of the 
British pound now wouldn't have 
any such repercussion. Still, it wouh 
be a grave move which the govern­ 
ment wishes to avoid. 


CONFESSION BY 
PRESSURE RULED 
OUT BY COURT 


By JAMES MARLOW 
Washington, June 28 {/P) — The 
Supreme Court has told American 
cops to do a real detective job in­ 
stead of trying to pressure a sus­ 
pect 
into 
making 
a 
confession 
against himself. 
The pressure doesn’t necessarily 
mean beating a prisoner. It may 
mean talking to him so long—(how 
long 
w asn’t 
made 
clear 
by 
the 
court) 
th at he finally caves in and 
confesses. 
But how long then do cops have a 
right to question a prisoner without 
depriving him of his constitutional 
rights, rights which the court wants 
protected? 
One m inute? One hour? One day? 
Two days? Five days? The court 
did not say precisely. 
So police undoubtedly will still 
use their own judgem ent about hold­ 
ing a m an indefinitely, questioning 
him in relays to get a confession, 


and then using it to get him con­ 
victed and sentenced to jail 
or 
death. 
Three Cases Reversed 
W hen th a t happens, though, and 
the convicted m an appeals to the 
Supreme 
Court, 
there’s 
a 
good 
chance the court will rule in his 
favor and throw out his confession 
and the- conviction which followed 
it. 
Future decisions of the court can’t 
be predicted, of course, but th a t’s 
how the court acted yesterday in the 
case of three negroes, all found 
guilty of m urder; one in Pennsyl­ 
vania, one in Indiana, and one in 
South Carolina. 
In each case the men were grabbed 
us suspects by police, questioned by 
them in relays for days. None was 
beaten. All three confessed. All three 
were convicted. 
Until he had confessed, none of 
the men was allowed to see friends 
or a lawyer, and none was told he 
had a constitutional right not to 
say anything which m ight later be 
used against him. 
In all three cases the Supreme 
Court upset the conviction and ruled 
the men had been deprived of their 
constitutional right 
of “due 
pro­ 
cess” of the law.

Former Chaplain 
Of Legion Expires 


Philadelphia, June 28 (ZP) — The 
Rev. Joseph L. N. Wolf, form er n a ­ 
tional chaplain of the American 
Legion, is dead at 67. 
F ather Wolf, who was pastor of 
St. Gregory's church here, died yes­ 
terday at St. Joseph’s m anor in 
suburban Meadowbrook. 
He served as a chaplain in World 
W ar I, seeing action in m any of the 
m ajor engagements in France. He 


the constitution to hold them so 
long for questioning before letting 
them see a lawyer—who would have 
told them not to confess—or before 
charging them. 
Said the court: “There is a torture 
' of the m ind as well as of the body. 
! Tile will is as much affected by fear 
as by force . . . A confession (which* 
Is the product of sustained pres­ 
sure by the police . . . does not is­ 
sue from a free choice.” 
In a separate, agreeing opinion, 
Justice Douglas said “this is another 
illustration of the use by the police 
of the custody of an accused to 
wring a confession from him. Tile 
confession so obtained from literate 
and illiterate alike 
should stand 
condemned." 
But Justice Jackson, referring to 
the various safeguards citizens have 
under the constitution, said: 
“I doubt very much if they re­ 
quire us to hold th a t the state may 
not take into custody and question 
one suspected reasonably of an un­ 
witnessed murder. 
“If it does, the people of this 
country m ust discipline themselves 
to seeing their police stand by help­ 
lessly while those suspected of m ur­ 
der prowl about unmolested. Is it 
a necessary price to pay for the fair­ 
ness which we know as ‘due pro­ 
cess' of law?”
